High D. McCoshan, a sergeant now 
serv ing in (.'otnpany H, First South Da­ 
kota v olunteer infantry in the Philip­ 
pines, has written a letter, dated at 
Manila, May 12, to Joseph Laurrniari, 
a merchant of St. Louis, in which he 
giv es startling accounts of the condition 
of the v ounteers, says the St. Louis Re­ 
pub lic. 
The state soldiers, Mr. Mc- 
Coshan says, are falling b y scores from 
b ullets, disease and heat, and men are 
ordered to the front from their b eds in 
the hospitals. 
The letter is as follows 
“ We left the trenches March 25 tn 
mov e on Malolos, It was a costly mov e 
merit for us. 
We lost men ev ery day, 
fighting practically all the way to San 
Fernando. 
“ If the people of the United 
S tates 
could b ut know a small part of the 
truth of the situation here a national 
scandal would result. The hospitals are 
full of men who will nev er liv e to reacU 
home. 
From present indications the 
v olunteers will 
he 
reliev ed 
in six 
month.s. 
It will then b e unnecessary 
Few will remain. Fev er and dysentery 
are playing hav oc with the b oys, small 
pox is raging and heat prostration is 
killing men faster than Mauser b ullets. 
Two days after San Fernando was taken 
onr regiment had b ut 19 0 men on the 
line, the remainder b eing dead, sick cr 
wounded. 
General MacArtb ur com­ 
plained of the numb er of men sick, oth 
er regiments b eing in the same shape as 
ours, and Major Potter, with one sur­ 
geon, w'as sent into Manila to rush men 
to the front. Acting under Instructions 
he sent 108 men to the front. 
Of these 
30 were unab le to reach the depot, a 
mile distant, many of them fainting on 
the way, some 28 or 30 ultimately ar­ 
riv ing at San Fernando in worse con­ 
dition than when sent to Manila, the 
others b eing ordered b ack b y surgeons 
along the line of railroad, who saw that 
they were in a precarious condition. 
Men w’ere ordered to the front whose 
temperature was 108 degrees. 
“ You Americans shudder at the tyr­ 
anny of Spain and the cruelty v isited 
upon the nativ es of Luzon and Cub a, 
b ut I want to tell you that b right, 
b rav e young Americans, who v olunteer­ 
ed to defend their country in the hour 
of peril, are giv ing up their liv es in 
sacrifice to the v anity of star b espangled 
generals and a fog headed, dollar heart­ 
ed b ureau of officials at home. 
The 
fierce tropical heat, the fev er cursed a t­ 
mosphere and the b ullets of the insur­ 
gents 
are working 
such sad hav oc 
among the men that the surgeons and 
nurses are unab le to giv e the sick and 
wounded the care they should receiv e. 
Yon may pub lish this letter and my 
name may lie signed. 
I would face a 
court martial willingly and prov e more 
than I write, for I know that it is only 
arousing the sense of the States that we 
can b e reliev ed, and to stay much longer 
will b e the death of most of ns. ”

“ When the excitement was at the 
highest point, General Wheaton and 
Colonel Funston, who had just b een 
wounded in the hand, jumped up on 
the railroad track. 
It was a fatal 
charge for Company Q, for as we rush­ 
ed ov er the track and down the other 
side, with the niggers fleeing as fast as 
they could b efore us. some one cried 
‘McTaggart is shot !’ Jim Wilcox, drum 
major of the b and and one of the ser­ 
geants of the cuuipany, yelled at me 
ab ov e the din of the b attle, just as we 
were swinging around pa.st where Mc- 
Taggart lay. to fall out and attend to 
him. 
“ I dropped out and ran b ack to 
w’here McTaggart lay, face downward, 
with a hole in the b ack of his head, 
where a Remington b ullet had entered 
The b lood was rushing forth in a large 
stream. 
One of the other b oys and I 
tried to stop the flow of b lood. 
He was 
still gasping and b reathing, b ut nev er 
uttered a word. 
The b ullet had come 
out just b elow the left ey e, pushing the 
eyeb all out on his cheek. 
As we knelt 
around our dying co mra de the tears fell 
fast. 
The hospital corps 
so o n came up 
and he was taken to the depot, where 
he died ab out an hour later in great 
pa in, no t hav ing uttered a wo rd aince 
he wa a struck with that fatal b ullet. 
He was one of the b est officers we had 
ind was b elov ed b y all of us.”

A seq uel to an interesting story tie 
v eloped at Warrensb urg, Mo., recently, 
when William Zoll receiv ed a letter from 
a distant kinsman of whom b e had not 
heard for 80 yeara 
William Zoll is 
now 84 years of age. 
In 1862 he re­ 
ceiv ed a message from a distant rela 
tiv e, Barney Zoll, in which the latter 
told of his capture b y Union soldiers 
and incarceration iu the Federal prison 
at Camp Chase. Barney Zoll was not a 
soldier, b ut he sympathized keenly 
with the south, and it was for this 
sympathy that 
he was imprisoned 
William Zoll, on the other hand, sym 
pathized just as keenly with the Union 
Nev ertheless his kinsman’s appeal 
touched him deeply, and, although b e 
was not jiossessed of much means at 
the time, he continued to send some 
money and tob acco and clothing to the 
prisoner from time to time.

Our Fighters. 


CONDITION OF THE VOLUNTEERS.

High D. McCoshan, a sergeant now 
serving in Company H, First South Da­ 
kota volunteer infantry in the Philip­ 
pines, has written a letter, dated at 
Manila, May 12, to Joseph Laurrman, 
a merchant of St. Louis, in which he 
gives startling accounts of the condition 
of the vonnteers, says the St. Louis Re­ 
public. 
The state soldiers, Mr. Mc­ 
Coshan says, are falling by scores from 
bullets, disease and heat, and men are 
ordered to the front from their beds in 
the hospitals. 
The letter is as follows 
‘‘We left the trenches March 25 to 
move on Malolos, It was a costly move­ 
ment for na. 
We lost men every day, 
fighting practically all the way to San 
Fernando. 
‘‘If the people of the United States 
could but know a small part of the 
truth of the situation here a national 
scandal would result. The hospitals are 
full of men who will never live to reach 
home. 
From present indications the 
volunteers will 
be 
relieved 
in six 
mouths. 
It will then be unnecessary 
Few will remain. Fever and dysentery 
are playing havoc with the boys, small 
pox is raging and heat prostration is 
killing men faeter than Mauser bullets. 
Two days after San Fernando was taken 
our regiment had but 190 men on the 
line, the remainder being dead, sick cr 
wounded. 
General MacArthur com­ 
plained of the number of men sick, oth­ 
er regiments being in the same shape as 
ours, and Major Potter, with one sur­ 
geon, was sent into Manila to rush men 
to the front. Acting under instructions 
he sent 108 men to the front. 
Of these 
80 were unable to reach the depot, a 
mile distant, many of them fainting on 
the way, some 28 or 80 ultimately ar­ 
riving at San Fernando in worse con­ 
dition than when sent to Manila, the 
others being ordered back by surgeons 
along the line of railroad, who saw that 
they were in a precarious condition. 
Men were ordered to the front whose 
temperature was 108 degrees. 
‘‘You Americans shudder at the tyr­ 
anny of Spain aud the cruelty visited 
upon the natives of Luzon and Cuba, 
but I want to tell you that bright, 
brave young Americans, who volunteer­ 
ed to defend their country in the hour 
of peril, are giving up their lives in 
sacrifice to the vanity of star bespangled 
generals aud a fog headed, dollar heart­ 
ed bureau of officials at home. 
The 
fierce tropical heat, the fever cursed a t­ 
mosphere and the bullets of the insur­ 
gents are working 
such sad havoc 
among the men that the surgeons and 
nurses are unable to give the sick and 
wounded the care they should receive. 
Yon may publish this letter and my 
name may be signed. 
I would face a 
court martial willingly and prove more 
than I write, for I know that it is only 
arousing the sense of the States that we 
can be relieved, and to stay much longer 
will be the death of most of us.” 


Frank E. Bellamy, a member of Com­ 
pany G, Twentieth Kansas, tells the 
story of Lieutenant William E. McTag- 
gart’s death in a letter recently received 
at Independence, Kan., which is the 
first full account received of how Mc- 
Taggart fell, says the St. Louis Globe 
Democrat. He says: 
"W hen the excitement was at the 
highest point, General Wheaton and 
Colonel Funston, who had just been 
wounded in the hand, jumped up on 
the railroad track. 
It was a fatal 
charge for Company G, for as we rush­ 
ed over the track and down the other 
side, with the niggers fleeing as fast as 
they could before us. some one cried 
‘McTaggart is shot!’ Jim Wilcox, drum 
major of the band and one of the ser­ 
geants of the company, yelled at me 
above the din of the battle, just as we 
were swinging around past where Mc­ 
Taggart lay, to fall out and attend to 
him . 
"I dropped out and ran back to 
where McTaggart lay. face downward, 
with a hole in the back of his head, 
where a Remington bullet had entered 
The blood was rushing forth in a large 
stream. 
One of the other boys and I 
tried to stop the flow of blood. He was 
still gasping and breathing, but never 
uttered a word. 
The ballet had come 
out just below the left eye, pushing the 
eyeball out on his cheek. As we knelt 
around our dying comrads tbs tears fell 
fast. The hospital corps soon came up 
and he was taken to the depot, where 
he died about an bour later is great 
pain, not having uttered a word since 
he was struck with that fatal bullet. 
He was one of the best officers we had 
and was beloved by all of us.” 


A letter bas been received by Henry 
Houck of Rochester from William I. 
Johnson, a Rochester boy who is serv­ 
ing ae a private in Compaa? M of the 
Ninth infantry, now in the Philippines. 
Ashur* otbjr tbium, aceordigg to the 


Rochester Democfui anu • cnromcie, 
Johnson tells the following of an experi­ 
ence in the trenches: 
“ Un the night of the 29th of April. 
about 10:30 o’clock, we were awaken­ 
ed iv the outpost guards firing. 
We 
were all ordered into the trenches, and 
into them we got in a hurry. 
We fired 
r couple of volleys at what we supposed 
was the enemy, bat there was no re­ 
turn fire. 
After this we lay in the 
trenches all night in a drizzling rain. 
We had breafkast in the trenches, and 
then we formed and went out on a 
skirmish march. Incidentally we inves­ 
tigated the result of our shooting the 
night bervie and found to our surpri>e 
that the storm of bullets had killed 
scores of small birds and had also killed 
and wornded nearly a hundred monkeys 
which had been sleeping in the trees.” 


H. C. Ruppenthal of Kansas, serving 
in the Philippines, writes home thus: 
" I t ’s all bosh that a white man cannot 
stand t he climate here. 
I wear no coat 
or shirt, but go about in the hottest sun 
nude to the waist and enjoy the best of 
health. I am getting to love this coun­ 
try more every day, and it is net un­ 
likely that I will settle here when Un­ 
cle Sam bas taken full charge of the is­ 
lands. as I hope will he done. 
This 
country is certainly an earthly paradise, 
and if properly worked would easly sup­ 
port five or six times the present popu­ 
lation. ” 


LUZON NATIVES DIVIDED.

Lieutenant John C. Fox of the First 
regiment. South 
Dakota volunteers, 
who has recently returned to his home 
in Sioux Falls from the Philippine Is­ 
lands, in an interview gives a new phase 
of the situation by expressing the opin­ 
ion that, because of the differences ex­ 
isting among the Filipinos now under 
arms against the authority of the Unit­ 
ed States, the surrender of Agninaklo, 
Luna or any other of the insurgent gen­ 
erals would not be considered binding 
on any other bands of insurgents, but 
that each must be whipped into snbjec 
tion before there will be peace in the 
islands, says the St. Louis Globe-Demo 
erat. In this connection he said: 
" It is absurd to talk about these peo­ 
ple thirsting for freedom. 
They don’t 
know the meaning of the word. 
They 
have not the faintest conception of what 
a free government is, and every one 
who has been there knows that were 
every white man withdrawn from the 
island tomorrow no such thing as a re 
public would be possible. 
As a matter 
of 
fact, they have not even united 
against the American troops. 
Aside 
from the fact that the Maccabebes are 
friendly to us and opposed to the Tag- 
alos, the latter are split up into a num­ 
ber of independent crowds, each fight 
ing its own fight. There are half a doz­ 
en Tagalo generals—Aguinaldo, Luna, 
Montenegro and the rest—each of whom 
bas his own band, and has no connec­ 
tion with the others. 
Were one or two 
or three of them to surrender, in my 
opinion, the rest of them would con­ 
tinue figlitii; 4 .lust tile same.” 
Lieutenant 
Fox 
believes that the 
force in the Philippines should be in­ 
creased to at least 100,000 men, and 
that with this number an active cam­ 
paign would result in the insurgents 
being driven into submission or into 
the sea.

High D. McCoshan, a sergeant now 
serving in Company H. First South Da­ 
kota volunteer infantry in the Philip­ 
pines, has written a letter, dated at 
Manila, May 12, to Joseph Laurrrnan, 
a merchant of St. Louis, in which he 
gives startling accounts of the condition 
of the votinteers, says the St. Louis Re­ 
public. 
The state soldiers, Mr. Mc­ 
Coshan says, are falling by scores from 
bullets, disease and heat, and men are 
ordered to the front from their beds in 
the hospitals. 
The letter is as follows 
“ We left the trenches March 25 to 
move on Malolos, It was a costly move 
merit for us. 
We lost men every day, 
fighting practically all the way to San 
Fernando. 
“ If the people of the United States 
could but know a small part of the 
truth of the situation here a national 
scandal would result. The hospitals are 
full of men who will never live to reach 
home. 
From present indications the 
volunteers will 
he 
relieved 
in six 
months. 
It will then be unnecessary 
Few will remain. Fever and dysentery 
are playing havoc with the boys, small 
pox is raging and heat prostration is 
killing men faster than Manser bullets. 
Two days after San Fernando was taken 
our regiment had but 190 men on the 
line, the remainder being dead, sick cr 
wounded. 
General 
MacArthur com 
plained of the number of men sick, oth 
er regiments being in the same shape as 
ours, and Major Potter, with one sur­ 
geon, was sent into Manila to rush men 
to the fro n t Acting under instructions 
he sent 108 men to the front. 
Of these 
80 were unable to reach the depot, a 
mile distant, many of them fainting on 
the way, some 28 or 30 ultimately ar­ 
riving at San Fernando in worse con­ 
dition than when sent to Manila, the 
others being ordered back by surgeons 
along the line of railroad, who saw that 
they were in a precarious condition. 
Men were ordered to the front whose 
temperature was 108 degrees. 
“ You Americans shudder at the tyr­ 
anny of Spain and the cruelty visited 
upon the natives of Luzon and Cuba, 
but I want to tell you that bright, 
brave young Americans, who volunteer­ 
ed to defend their country in the hour 
of peril, are giving up their lives in 
sacrifice to the vanity of star bespangled 
generals and a fog headed, dollar heart­ 
ed bureau of officials at home. 
The 
tierce tropical heat, the fever cursed a t­ 
mosphere and the bullets of the insur­ 
gents 
are working 
such sad havoc 
among the men that the surgeons and 
nurses are unable to give the sick and 
wounded the care they should receive. 
Yon may publish this letter and my 
name may be signed. 
I would face a 
court martial willingly and prove more 
than I write, for I know that it is only 
arousing the sense of the States that we 
can be relieved, and to stay much longer

High D. McCoshan, a sergeant now 
serving in Company H, First South Da­ 
kota volunteer infantry in the Philip­ 
pines, has written a letter, dated at 
Manila, May 12, to Joseph Laurrinan, 
a merchant of St. Louis, in which he 
gives startling accounts of the condition 
of the vounteers, says the St. Louis Re­ 
public. 
The state soldiers, Mr. Mc­ 
Coshan says, are falling by scores from 
bullets, disease and heat, and men are 
ordered to the front from their beds in 
the hospitals. 
The letter is as follows 
‘‘We left the trenches March 25 to 
move on Malolos, It was a costly move­ 
ment for us. 
We lost men every day, 
fighting practically all the way to San 
Fernando. 
‘‘If the people of the United States 
could but know a small part of the 
truth of the situation here a national 
scandal would result. The hospitals are 
foil of men who will never live to react! 
home. 
From present indications the 
volunteers will 
be 
relieved 
in six 
months. 
It will then be unnecessary 
Few will remain. Fever and dysentery 
are playing havoc with the boys, small 
pox is raging and heat prostration is 
killing men faster than Mauser bullets. 
Two days after San Fernando was taken 
our regiment had but 190 men on the 
line, the remainder being dead, sick cr 
wounded. 
General MacArthur com­ 
plained of the number of men sick, oth­ 
er regiments being in the same shape as 
ours, and Major Potter, with one sur­ 
geon, was sent into Manila to rush men 
to the front. Acting under instructions 
he sent 108 men to the front. Of these 
30 were unable to reach the depot, a 
mile distant, many of them fainting on 
the way, some 28 or 30 ultimately ar­ 
riving at San Fernando in worse con­ 
dition than when sent to Manila, the 
others being ordered back by surgeons 
along the line of railroad, who saw that 
they were in a precarious condition. 
Men were ordered to the front whose 
temperature was 108 degrees. 
‘‘You Americans shudder at the tyr­ 
anny of Spain and the cruelty visited 
upon the natives of Luzon and Cuba, 
but I want to tell yon that bright, 
brave young Americans, who volunteer­ 
ed to defend their country in the hour 
of peril, are giving up their lives in 
sacrifice to the vanity of star bespangled 
generals and a fog headed, dollar heart­ 
ed bureau of officials at home. 
The 
tierce tropical heat, the fever cursed a t­ 
mosphere and the bullets of the insur­ 
gents 
are working 
such sad havoc 
among the men that the surgeons and 
nurses are unable to give the sick and 
wounded the care they should receive. 
Yon may publish this letter and my 
name may be signed. 
I would face a 
court martial willingly and prove more 
than I write, for I know that it is only 
arousing the sense of the States that we 
can be relieved, and to stay much longer 
will be the death of most of us.” 


Frank E. Bellamy, a member of Com­ 
pany G, Twentieth Kansas, tells the 
story of Lieutenant William E. McTag- 
gart’s death in a letter recently received 
at Independence, Kau., which is the 
first full account received of how Mc- 
Taggart fell, says the St. Louis Globe 
Democrat. He says: 
"W hen the excitement was at the 
highest point, General Wheaton and 
Colonel Funston, who had just been 
wounded in the hand, jumped up on 
the railroad track. 
It was a fatal 
charge for Company G, for as we rush­ 
ed over the track and down the other 
side, with the niggers fleeing as fast aa 
they could before us. some one cried 
‘McTaggart is shot!’ Jim Wilcox, drum 
major of the band and one of the ser­ 
geants of the company, yelled at me 
above the din of the battle, just as we 
were swinging around past where Mc­ 
Taggart lay, to fall out and attend to 
him. 
"I dropped out and ran back to 
where McTaggart lay, face downward, 
with a hole in the back of his head, 
where a Remington bullet bad entered 
The blood was rushing forth in a large 
stream. 
One of the other boys and I 
tried to stop the flow of blood. He was 
still gasping and breathing, but never 
uttered a word. 
The bullet had come 
out just below the left eye, pushing the 
eyeball out on his cheek. 
As we knelt 
around our dying comrade the tears fell 
fast. The hospital corps soon came up 
and he was taken to the depot, where 
he died about sn bour later in great 
pain, not having uttered a word ainee 
bs WM struck with that fatal bullet. 
He was one of the beet officera we had 
And was beloved by all of us. ”

ed bv the outpost guards tiring. 
We 
were all ordered into the trenches, and 
into them we got in a hurry. 
We tired 
a couple of volleys at what we supposed 
was the enemy, b it there was no re­ 
turn tire. 
Att* r this we lay in the 
trenches all night in a drizzling rain. 
We had breafkast in the trenches, and 
then we formed and went out on a 
skirmish march. Incidentally we inves­ 
tigated the result of our shooting the 
night berets and found to our surprise 
that th** «torm of bullets had killed 
scores of small birds and bad also killed 
and wornded nearly a hundred m onkeys 
which had been sleeping in the trees.” 


H. C. Rnppenthal of Kansas, serving 
in the Philippines, writes home thus: 
"It s all bosh that a white man cannot 
stand t ie climate here. 
I wear no coat 
or shirt, but go about in the hottest sun 
nude to the waist and enjoy the best of 
health. I am getting to love this coun­ 
try more every day, and it is net un­ 
likely that I will settle here when Un­ 
cle Sam bas taken full charge of the is­ 
lands. as I hope will he done. 
This 
country is certainly an earthly paradise, 
and if properly worked would easly sup­ 
port five or six times the present popu­ 
lation. ”

ing its own tight. There are half a doz­ 
en Tagalo generals—Aguinaldo, Luna, 
Montenegro and the rest—each of whom 
has his own band, and has no connec­ 
tion with the others. 
Were one or two 
or three of them to surrender, in my 
opinion, the rest of them would con­ 
tinue tight lug just tile same.”

High D. McCoshan. a sergeant now 
serving in Company II, First South Da­ 
kota volunteer infantry in the Philip­ 
pines, has written a letter, dated at 
Manila. May 12, to Joseph Laurrman, 
a merchant of St. Louis, in which lie 
gives startling accounts of the condition 
of the vounteers, says the St. Louis Re­ 
public. 
The state soldiers, Mr. Mc* 
Coshan says, are falling by scores from 
bullets, disease and heat, and men are 
ordered to the front from their beds in 
the hospitals. 
The letter is as follows 
‘‘We left the trenches March 25 to 
move on MaloJos, It was a costly move 
ment for us. 
We lost men every day, 
fighting practically all the way to San 
Fernando. 
" If the people of the United States 
could fait know a small part of the 
truth of the situation here a national 
scandal would result. The hospitals are 
filii of men who will never live to reach 
borne. 
From present indications the 
volunteers will 
he 
relieved 
in 
six 
months. 
It will then he unnecessary 
Few will remain. 
Fever and dysentery 
are playing havoc with the boys, small 
pox is raging and heat prostration is 
killing men faster than Mauser bullets. 
Two days after San Fernando was taken 
our regim ent had but IOO men on the 
line, the rem ainder being dead, sick cr 
wounded. 
General 
M acArthur com 
plained of the nam ber of men sick, ot ic 
er regim ents being in the same shape as 
ours, and M ajor Potter, w ith one sur­ 
geon, was sent into Manila to rush men 
to the front. A cting under instructions 
he sent 108 men to the front. 
Of these 
80 were unable to reach the depot, a 
mile distant, m any of them fainting on 
the way, some 28 or 30 ultim ately ar­ 
riving at San Fernando in worse con­ 
dition than when sent to Manila, the 
others being ordered back by surgeons 
along the line of railroad, who saw that 
they were in a precarious condition. 
Men were ordered to the front whose 
tem perature was 108 degrees. 
"You Am ericans shudder at the ty r­ 
anny of Spain and the cruelty visited 
upon the natives of Luzon and Cuba, 
but I want to tell yon that bright, 
brave young Americans, who volunteer­ 
ed to defend their country in the hour 
of peril, are giving up their lives in 
sacrifice to the vanity of star bespangled 
generals and a fog headed, dollar heart­ 
ed bureau of officials at home. 
The 
fierce tropical heat, the fever cursed a t ­ 
mosphere and the bullets of the insur­ 
gents 
are working 
such sad havoc 
among the men th at the surgeons and 
nurses are unable to give the sick and 
wounded the care they should receive. 
Yon may publish this letter and my 
name may be signed. 
I would face a 
court m artial willingly and prove more 
than I write, for I know that it is only 
arousing the sense of the States that we 
can be relieved, and to stay much longer 
will be the death of most of us.”

Frank E. Bellamy, a member of Com­ 
pany G, Tw entieth Kansas, tells the 
storyof Lieutenant William E. McTag- 
g art’s death in a letter recently received 
at Independence, R an., which is the 
first full account received of how Mc- 
Taggart fell, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. He says: 
"W hen the excitem ent was at the 
highest point, General W heaton and 
Colonel Funston, who had just been 
wounded in the hand, jumped up on 
the railroad track. 
It was a fatal 
charge for Company G, for as we rush­ 
ed over the track and down the other 
side, with the niggers fleeing as fast as 
they conld before us, some one cried 
‘McTaggart is shot!’ Jim Wilcox, drum 
major of the band and one of the ser­ 
geants of the company, yelled at me 
above the din of the battle, just as we 
were swinging around past where Mc­ 
Taggart lay, to fall out and attend to 
him. 
*1 dropped 
out and ran back to 
where McTaggart lay, face downward, 
with a hole in the back of his head, 
where a Remington bullet had entered 
The blood was rushing forth in a large 
stream. 
One of the other boys and I 
tried to stop the flow of blood. He was 
still gasping aud breathing, but never 
uttered a word. 
The bullet had come 
out just below the left eye, pushing the 
eyeball out on his cheek. 
As we knelt 
around our dying comrade the tears fell 
fast. 
The hospital corps soon came up 
and he was taken to the depot, where 
he died about an bour later in great 
pain, not having uttered a word since 
he was struck with that fatal bullet. 
He was one of the beet officers we had 
and was beloved by all of u s.” 


Rochester Dem* cfm ana • cnrouicie, 
Johnson tells th* following of an experi­ 
ence in the trenches 
"On the night of the 29th of April. 
about 19:3i.* o’clock, we were awaken­ 
ed iv the outpost guards firing. 
We 
w e r e all ordered into the trenches, and 
into them we got in a hurry. 
We fired 
h coil pie of volleys at what we supposed 
was the enemy, h it there was no re­ 
turn fire. 
After this we lay in the 
trenches all night in a drizzling rain. 
We hull hreafkast in the trenches, an i 
then we formed and went out on a 
skirmish march. Incidentally we inves­ 


tigated the result of our shooting the 
night bervie and found to our surprise 
that the •form of bullets had killed 
scores of small birds and had also killed 
and wornded nearly a hundred monkeys 
which had been sleeping iii the trees. ’

in the Philippines, writes home thus: 
" It s all bosh that a white man cannot 
stand t ie climate here. 
I wear no coat 
or shirt, hut go about in the hottest sun 
nude to the waist and enjoy the best of 
health. I am getting to love this coun­ 
try more every day, and it is not u n ­ 
likely that I will settle here when Un­ 
cle Satn has taken full charge of the i s ­ 
lands. as I hope will be done. 
T h i s 
country is certainly an earthly paradise, 
and if properly worked would easly sup­ 
port five or six times the present popu­ 
lation. ”

L ie u te n a n t John C. Fox of the First 
regiment, South 
Dakota volunteers, 
who has recently returned to his home 
in Sioux Falls from the Philippine Is­ 
lands. in an interview gives a new phase 
of the situation by expressing the opin­ 
ion that, because of the differences ex 
isting among the Filipinos now* under 
arms against the authority of the U nit­ 
ed States, the surrender of Aguinaldo, 
Luna or any other of the insurgent gen­ 
erals would not be considered binding 
on any other bands of insurgents, but 
that each must be whipped into subjec 
tion before there will be peace in the 
islands, says the St. Louie Globe-Demo 
erat. In this connection he said: 
" It is absurd to talk about these peo­ 
ple thirsting for freedom. 
They don’t 
know the meaning of the word. 
They 
have not the faintest conception of what 
a free government is, and every one 
who has In-en there knows that were 
every white man withdrawn from the 
island tomorrow no such thing as a re 
public would be possible. 
As a matter 
of 
fact, they 'have not even united 
against the American troops. 
Aside 
from the fact that the Maccabebes are 
friendly to us and opposed to the Tag- 
alos, the latter are split up into a num ­ 
ber of independent crowds, each fight 
ing its own fight. There are half a duz- 
en Tagalo generals—Aguinaldo, Luna, 
Montenegro and the rest—each of whom 
has his own band, and has no connec­ 
tion with the others. 
Were one or two 
or three of them to surrender, in my 
opinion, tie* rest of them would con­ 
tinue fighting just the same." 
Lieutenant 
Fox 
believes that the 
force in the Philippines should be in­ 
creased to at least IOO,OOO men, and 
that with this number an active cam­ 
paign would result in the insurgents 
being driven into submission or into 
the sea.

A sequel to an interesting story de 
veloped at W arrensburg, Mo., recently, 
when W illiam Zoll received a letter from 
a distant kinsman of whom he had not 
heard for SO years. 
W illiam Zoll is 
now 84 years of age. 
In 1802 he re 
ceived a message from a distant rela 
tive, Barney Zoll, in which the latter 
told of his capture by Union soldiers 
and incarceration in the Federal prison 
at Camp Chase. Barney Zoll was not a 
soldier, 
but he sympathized keenly 
with the south, and it was for this 
sympathy that 
he was imprisoned 
W illiam Zoll, on the other hand, ayin 
pathized just as keenly with the Union 
Nevertheless his kinsm an’s appeal 
touched him deeply, aud, although he 
was not possessed of much means at 
the time, he continued to send some 
money and tobacco and clothing to the 
prisoner from time to time. When Bar­ 
ney Zoll was released from prison, tho 
remittances to him from William Zoll 
had amounted to about $80, says the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
Several letters passed between the 
two, 
and 
then 
the 
correspondence 
ceased. 
In a short tim e W illiam Zoll 
lost trace of bis kinsman. 
The other 
day, however, W illiam Zoll received a 
letter, 87 years after the first 
one. 
from the former Confederate. 
He was 
very much surprised to find in it a 
check for $100.

William Zoll: 
My Dear Sir—Your kinsman and old friend, Bar­

REMARKABLE SUN SPOT. 


One W Ii lo Ii R e c e n t l y A p p e a r e d Oat 
r iv a ls Any S een F o r T w e n t y Y ears. 
rburtj .$ now visible ou the surface 
ut the sun a spot which, according t< 
Mr. Ordway, proprietor of the telescopi 
on the Boston Common, is by far tin 
most remarkable seen for over 20 years 
Its appearance has been a great sui 
prise to observers, as, according to thi 
astronomical 
almanac, this 
is 
th< 
eleventh or off year for sun spots, and, 
besides this, it appeared with a sudden 
ness which is unusual. When Mr. Ord 
way took his last look at the sun tb< 
other night, no indications of it, not 
*ven the slightest families, were visible. 
But the next morning it was there wit! 
the utmost distinctness. 
The large 
black spot in the tenter is about 95,GOC 
miles in diameter, and this is surround 
ed by a penumbra about 60,000 miles 
across. At some distance from the outei 
edge O' the penumbra are other spots, 
which have broken off from the large 
one, forming a ring part way around 
the center. These number 19 in all, 
most of them being included in the arc 
on the upper left hand side of the cen­ 
tral spot, aud others in a group on the 
lower right hand side. There were only 
three or four at first, and the rest have 
broken off since. They are from 6,000 
to 11,000 miles in diameter—that is, 
the larger ones are considerably larger 
than the earth. 
From one side of this 
outer circle to the other the distance ie 
from 275,000 to 300,000 miles. The 
central black spot, which is the most 
interesting part cf the phenomenon, i* 
slightly balloon shaped, and on the 
right hand side its edge is very ragged. 
says the Boston Transcript. 
There have been only a few small 
spots before during the present year, 
and for ll weeks there were none at 
all. The last large one before this wa* 
that which appeared Sept. 8 of last 
ycatr and had such an effect upon the 
earth electrically that telegraphing was 
dons between St. Louis, Chicago and 
New York with no batteries attached 
to the wires. This one lasted 14 days. 
and when it disappeared it had broken 
up into 84 pieces. It was not, however, 
nearly as large as this one, covering an 
area of only about 176,900 square mike 
over all.

‘t'Ok a pulling boat and rowed jiearer 


n.;nnies later it went to the Fourth 
cavalry’s casco, where ten armed sol­ 
diers boarded it and started deliberate­ 
ly towar-l the shore. 
As it drew in the 
officers of the g unboats carefully scru­ 
tinized the bamboo groves, for it wa.s 
felt that if the insurg ents were in Santa 
Cruz a movement of this sort would 
draw their fire. 
The towm it.self does 
not extend to the beach, but lies back 
from it about .aOO yards. The high tow ­ 
er and octag onal dome of the church 
rise above the surrounding W’hite wood­ 
en houses and nipa huts. A little to the 
rig ht of the church and nearer the 
beach is the penitentiary. 
From the 
fteiiiteiitiary building the houses of the 
cit> take a rig ht angled course toward 
the beach, running far down a narrow 
point of land that jots out into the la 
g nna. 
This point is heavily wooded 
w ith liamboos for several hundred feet, 
but the end of the point is bare of trees 
and houses for about 300 yards. 
For 
H'vera! m inutes it seemed that the lit­ 
tle landing party xvould meet no oppo­ 
sition. 
Tliey were already w ithin 100 
feet (if .shore. Suddenly from the g ener­ 
al’s launch cam e a shout, “ Come back, 
come back 
The boat stopped, and the 
soldiers looked around, wondering what 
had hapiiened. 
Not a shot had been 
fired, and tlie men W’ere eag er to go 
ashore. “ Come back, there! Come back 
at on ce!’’ 


Slow ly the boat sw ung around and 
began returning . 
Major Edwards of 
General L aw to n ’s staff had seen suspi­ 
cious w hite flashes between the houses 
on shore darting from one position to 
another. 
Glim pses of heads that were 
popping up and down along the ground 
were caug ht, and an uneasy shifting 
of w hite figures was seen in places that 
an hour before were apparently desert­ 
ed as a tomb. The feint at landing had 
revealed the insurg ents and had shown 
that those peaceful streets and bamboo 
g roves were 
penj.led 
w ith 
a silent, 
w akeful and vig ilant enemy, who was 
g riujly lying in wait w ith death in his 
heart. The movem ents of the American 
g unboats and soldiers on 
the water 
front were having a good effect, how ­ 
ever. 
They were holding the attention 
of the insurg ents and keeping them 
from concentrating ag ainst the troops 
that were com ing up like a vise from 
the south and west. By this tim e even­ 
ing was draw ing on. and it w as decided 
to w ait dntil m orning before landing 
tlie three troops of the Fourth cavalry 
under ( ’aiitain Gale. 
Early in the m orning Captain G ale’s 
Fourth cavalrym en were w ading ashore 
to the end of the point. There were 219 
of tiiem 
A tljiii skirmish line formed 
quickly and advanced toward where the 
bamboo thicket began. 
A second line, 
acting as supiiort, quickly formed and 
followed 150 
yards behind, 
while 
a 
third line of reserves broug ht up the 
rear. 
The Lag una, on the city front, 
steam ed as close inshore as possible, 
w hile the Oeste drew in on the west 
side of the point. As the firing line un­ 
der Gale advanced there cam e the sound 
of a Manser and then of several oth­ 
ers. At the first report the Fourth cav­ 
alrymen dropped to a lyin g posture, and 
the g unboats beg an shelling the bam­ 
boos and nipa huts. 
The Mausers were 
now popping continuously, first a vol­ 
ley at the troops, then a volley at the 
Lag una, and then another at the crouch­ 
ing line of brown soldiers. 
N either 
were our men quiet. Volley after volley 
were sent into the bamboos and the 
men were advancing in short dashes. 
Insurg ent sharpshooters were trying 
to pick off the g unners on the Lag una, 
for there was a sustained interm ittent 
fire directed at the g unboat. 
The G at­ 
ling s were g oing like tripham m ers, and 
the heavy reports of the 3 inch g uns 
were breaking in at m inute intervals. 
On shore there were the popping of 
Mausers, the cracking of the Krag s and 
the explosions of .shrapnel shells. 
The 
insurgent.s couldn’t stand such a fire 
forever. 
Tlie shrapnels bursting over 
them made their trenches untenable, 
and after lialf an hour mid flying death 
they began to break. 
Down along the 
point we could see them passing hur­ 
riedly between the trees and evidently 
m aking for the penitentiary. The G at­ 
ling s and heavy g uns were then direct­ 
ed on that point wTth deadly accuracy 
Terror must have overtaken the F ili­ 
pinos, for now’ it became apparent that 
instead of further resistance their ob­ 
ject w as escape. Ag ain, there were the 
w hite figures darting distractedly out 
toward the eastern lim its of the city, 
where there was hope of escape in the 
cover of the fring e of trees. 
As they 
were nearing the friendly protection of 
the bamboos there came the unm istak­ 
able crashing cf American volleys from 
the very woods that offered the only 
safe avenue of escape. 
W hat de.speration and terror must 
have come over them at that time, 
w hen they realized that they had been 
trapped and that a relentless circle of 
death was closiiiiz in around them. The

Out of the fring e of trees sw’armed 
our troops, firing as they advanced at 
the few’ rem aining insurg ents w ho were 
still alive. 
Uf all the desperate line cf 
Filipinos that tried for escape across 
the open plain less than 20 succeeded 
in crossing it alive. 
iSanta Cruz, the 
second city in Luzon, w’as taken, and 
Law’ton’s strateg y had been successful.

CRUISE ll P ft LUZON RIVER 


Insurgents Put In Flight by Con­ 
verted Gunboats. 


THE MANY RIVERS ABOUT MANILA.

W elco m ed b y the native*. 
It looks like an immense toad, this 
gunboat, the Laguna de Bay. 
It is a 
wide, flat stinctnre, with the old fash­ 
ioned side paddle wheels to push it 
along through the dirty waters of the 
river. 
Liberal coats of lead colored 
American warpaint give the vessel any­ 
thing but the appearance of a terror 
striking boat of war, yet the belligerent 
Filipinos run like mad for shelter when 
they see this ugly looking hulk splash­ 
ing through the water toward their vil 
lagos on the banks of lake or stream 
They have discovered that the heighten­ 
ed sides of the old steamboat are made 
of sheet steel, and that through the 
portholes there bark all manner of fiend­ 
ish guns. The Laguna de Bay comes in 
the class known in the navy as convert­ 
ed. 
Armed with four Qatlings, two 8 
inch guns and two Hotchkiss guns, the 
Laguna de Bay has made quite a record 
in conquering the territory along the 
Pasig river and the big lagoon, says the 
Manila correspondent of the New York 
Son, writing under date of May 8. 
After ten days of overhauling, Befit­ 
ting, coaling and painting the prow of 
the Laguna de Bay was turned down 
stream early on Sunday morning, May 
7, to test ber prowess in new waters. 
The Covadonca, a recently captured in­ 
surgent gunboat of light draft, fell in 
behind and completed the squadron, 
which whistled for right of way in the 
big Pasig river and bounced out on the 
waves of Manila bay. 
The big white 
Oregon loomed up in all its glory of 
whiteness in the early morning son- 
light, and alongside lay the majestic 
Olympia, the craft of the monarch of 
the bay. 
Major Grant of the Utah 
Light artillery, commander of the gun­ 
boat, on his errand to test the war feel­ 
ing in the heart of the Pauipanga prov­ 
ince, probably felt his importance fully 
as much as did Admiral Dewey ou an­ 
other Sunday morning a year earlier. 
The Rio Pasag empties into Manila 
bay in a corner about due northwest 
from the city of Manila. 
A Filipino 
pilot, a member of the Macabebe triLe, 
which is at peace with the Americans, 
and an old map were Major Grant s 
means of finding the mouth of the river 
which he wished to enter aud navigate. 
It takes a good navigator to strike the 
river he wants in Manila bay, for hun­ 
dreds of estuaries cut up the land to the 
north of Manila. Some of these lead in­ 
to rivers and some end, like many of the 
streets of Manila, in a blind terminal. 
In these little waterways it is possible 
for any number of craft to hide away. 
A certain Spanish firm in Manila boasts 
of the feat of one of its vessels, which 
‘8nt<y:gJ Manila bay after hostilities 
Opened in May, 1898, and to escape be­ 
ing captured made its way from C’or- 
regidor entirely around the edge of the 
bay to Malabon, keeping out of sight 
by sailing up the many little rivers and 
estuaries, 
thus 
working 
its 
way 
around, virtually by land. 
Before we reached the mouth of the 
Pasag river we realized how easy it has 
been for the insurgents to pass from 
their battle lines into Manila and out 
again without fear of detection. 
Sail­ 
ing down these rivers in innocent look­ 
ing bancas, or canoes, it has been pos­ 
sible for them to paddle innocently 
across Manila bay and enter the city 
with as much composure as if they be­ 
longed there. 
The cruise of Major 
G rant’s squadron into the river Pasag 
showed that the river is more easily 
navigable than the Pasig river, which 
flows past Manila and connects with the 
heart of the insurgent country. It was 
also discovered that the insurgents ex­ 
pected the Americans to make their 
primary advances into their country by 
way of this river instead of from Ca- 
loocan. From observations made during 
this Sunday it was evident that this 
plan might have been carried out with 
ease and with much less loss of life than 
resulted in the long rushes by land to 
Malolos. 
The Filipinos had erected a weak bar­ 
ricade a short distance from the mouth 
of the river. 
Bamboo poles had been 
driven into the river bed in such man­ 
ner aa to reach out both directions to 
head off craft attempting to go either 
way. 
This barricade was covered by a 
line of trenches on the bank. 
Major 
G rant decided to disable these before at­ 
tempting to pass the blockade. The La­ 
guna de Bay aud Covadonca came to a 
standstill and suddenly opened up in all 
their fury 
Gatling guns rattled and 7 
pounders hurled their howling missiles 
at the trench line. 
In 20 minutes the 
intrenchments were evacuated. 
The 
Covadonca tried a small open place in 
the barricade and got through. The La­ 
guna de Bay followed, crashing the 
bamboo poles as if they were straws. 
Speed Was put on and the exploration 
of the river began. 
It was fully 400 
feet from bank to bank, and the bends 


in tho stream wore delightfully easy to 
navigate The lead line showed a gener­ 
ous depth The banks of the stream are 
covered with heavy growths of the nipa, 
the material from which Filipino roofs 
are manufactured 
A deserted village, 
built partially in the stream, was pass­ 
ed 
The inhabitants had heard the fir­ 
ing at the barricade and cared not to 
remain 
W ith that equanimity which 
has marked the actions of all fighting 
Americans, the crews of both gunboats 
sat down to dinner while a small detail 
steered the craft along the tortuous 
course and looked for the 500 Filipino 
soldiers which a native in a canoe at 
the mouth of the river told us were 
there. 
It has become an established fact in 
this war that the Filipino will seldom 
fire a shot, when he is intrenched, nntil 
the enemy is fairly within short range. 
Major G rant had just lighted bis after 
dinner cigar when the lookouts reported 
the enemy. 
A bend in the river had 
brought a handsome line of earthworks 
into view, and in plain sight was a row 
of Filipino sombreros. 
The wearers 
were waiting to try conclusions with 
the river monsters with their guns. 
These trenches marked the beginning of 
the village of Sesmoan, which stretches 
along the left hank of the stream for a 
mile. 
“ Open with 
the G atlings,” com­ 
manded Major Grant, and the Gatlings 
opened. 
The row of hats went down as if each 
had been hit with a brick. 
Back came 
a shower of Mauser bullets, which raiu 
ed and pattered against the iron sides 
if the boats. It needed no more orders 
Those of the 50 men on the Laguna de 
Bay who were not needed in working 
the Gatling guns and the 3 inch marine 
guns, seized their rifles and joined in 
the grand roar over the side of the ves­ 
sel. 
Straight into the teeth of the tem­ 
pest the Laguna de Bay led the way, a 
roaring, rattling, smoking hulk. She 
swept close to the bank and made the 
turn in the river. 
The Filipino shoot­ 
ing grew weaker and weaker and final­ 
ly stopped. The gunboats fairly combed 
out the nipa buts as they went along 
up the river toward the village of 
Guagua 
(pronounced “ W aw-waw” ), 
which could be seen in the distance. A 
coulmn of smoke was seen to rise from 
the center of the town, and we knew 
the insurgents there had given np the 
struggle before it had begun, and, fol­ 
lowing the rule laid down by Aguinal­ 
do. fired their town before deserting. 
No shots of resistance were sent from 
Guagua, and here the cruise of the boats 
ended. M acArthur^ infantry and artil­ 
lery division was known to be at San 
Fernando, four miles farther up the 
river, but it was deemed unwise to a t­ 
tempt navigation beyond this point. 
The marines landed and explored the 
burning town. 
Natives began to re­ 
turn in 
groups of 
twos and threes 
bearing the white flag. 
Presently the 
governor of the Pa rn panga province dis­ 
covered himself and asked aid in put­ 
ting out the tire in his residence. In re­ 
turn for the aid the soldiers gave him 
he gave the information that he had a1 
ways been a stanch supporter of the 
American side of the war problem and 
bad loudly demanded in congress that 
there be no fight. Two Spanish prison­ 
ers, a captain and his orderly, who had 
been left behind when the insurgents 
departed, asked for transportation to 
Manila, which was granted. They said 
they had been held at Guagua for ll 
months. The same request was made by 
theium atesof a mestizo convent. These 
were convinced by Major Grant that 
they would not be harmed by staying. 
As dusk drew on the two gunboats 
dropped down the river to its mouth 
and anchored for the night, returning 
to Manila the next morning. San Fer­ 
nando is but a short distance from 
Guagua, aud it will be quite possible to 
transport supplies to the troops there by 
means of the Pasag until the railroad 
bridges between Caluuipit and San Fer­ 
nando have been repaired.

Washington, July 6.—Surgeon Gen­ 
eral Sternberg received the following 
cable from Major O’Reilly, calef sur­ 
geon at Havana, giving the yellow fever 
situation: 
“Havard (chief surgeon at Santiago) 
telegraphed today (Wednesday), total 
cases about IOO, with 21 deaths. 
Sur­ 
geon Cleudeunin died yesterday; other 
medical officer sick and three nurses. 
Of our two camps, one is safe and the 
other, lo c a te d in the foothills five miles 
away, a n d will probably be moved iii a 
few days. One case reported from Man­ 
zanillo.”

CRUISE UP A LUZON BIVER 


Insurgents Put In Flight by Con­ 
verted Gunboats. 


THE MANY RIVERS ABOUT MANILA.

It looks like an immense toad, this 
gunboat, the Lacuna de Bay. 
It is a 
wide, flat utincture, with the old fash­ 
ioned side paddle wheels to push it 
along through the dirty waters of the 
river. 
Liberal coats of lead colored 
American war paint give the vessel any­ 
thing but the appearance of a terror 
striking boat of war, yet the belligerent 
Filipinos ran like mad for shelter when 
they see this agly looking hulk splash­ 
ing through the water toward their vil 
la gee on the banks of lake or stream 
They have discovered that the heighten­ 
ed sides of the old steamboat are made 
of sheet steel, and that through the 
portholes there bark all manner of fiend­ 
ish gnus. The Laguna de Bay comes in 
the class known in the navy as convert­ 
ed. 
Armed with four Gatlings, two 3 
inch guns and two Hotchkiss guns, the 
Laguna de B aybas made quite a record 
in conqnering the territory along the 
Pasig river and the big lagoon, says the 
M anila correspondent of the New York 
San, w riting under date of May 9. 
A fter ten days of overhauling, npfit- 
ting, coaling and painting the prow of 
the Laguna de Bay was turned down 
stream early on Sunday morning, May 
7, to test ber prowess in new waters. 
The Covadonca, a recently captured in­ 
surgent gunboat of light draft, fell in 
behind and 
completed the squadron, 
which whistled for right of way in the 
big Pasig river and bounced out on the 
w aves of Manila bay. 
The big white 
Oregon loomed up in all its glory of 
w hiteness in the early morning sun­ 
light, and alongside lay the m ajestic 
Olympia, the craft of the monarch of 
the bay. 
Major Grant of the Utah 
L ight artillery, commander of the gun­ 
boat, on his errand to test the war feel­ 
ing in the hesrt of the P am panga prov­ 
ince, probably felt his importance fully 
as much as did Admiral Dewey on an­ 
other Sunday morning a year earlier. 
T he Rio Pasag em pties into M anila 
bay in a corner about due northwest 
from th e city of Manila. 
A Filipino 
pilot, a m em ber of the Macabebe tribe, 
w hich is at peace w ith the Americans, 
an d an old m ap were Major G ra n t’s 
m eans of finding the m outh of the river 
w hich he wished to enter aud navigate. 
It takes a good navigator to strike the 
river he w ants in Manila bay, for h u n ­ 
dreds of estuaries cut up the land to the 
north of Manila. Some of these lead in ­ 
to rivers and some end. like m any of the 
streets of Manila, in a blind terminal. 
In these little w aterw ays it is possible 
for any num ber of craft to hide away. 
A certain Spanish firm in Manila boasts 
of the feat of one of its vessels, which 
-antoyrg^l 
Manila bay after 
hostilities 
Opened in May, I HOB, aud to escape be­ 
ing captured m ade its w ay from Cor- 
regidor entirely around the edge of the 
bay to Malabon, keeping out of sight 
by sailing up the m any little rivers and 
estuaries, 
thus 
w orking 
its 
way 
around, virtually by land. 
Before we reached the m outh of the 
P asag river we realized how easy it has 
been for the insurgents to pass from. 
their battle lines into M anila and out 
again w ithout fear of detection. 
Sail­ 
ing down these rivers in innocent look­ 
ing bancas, or canoes, it has been pos­ 
sible for them to paddle innocently 
across Manila bay and enter the city 
w ith as much composure as if they be­ 
longed 
there. 
The cruise of 
Major 
G ra n t’s squadron into the river Pasag 
showed th a t the river is more easily 
navigable than the Pasig river, which 
flow’s past Manila and connects w ith the 
heart of the insurgent country. 
It was 
also discovered th a t the insurgents ex­ 
pected the 
Americans to make their 
prim ary advances into their country by 
way of this river instead of from Ca- 
loocan. From observations made during 
this Sunday it was evident that this 
plan m ight have been carried out with 
ease and w ith lunc h less loss of life than 
resulted iii the long rushes by land to 
Malolos. 
The Filipinos had erected a weak bar­ 
ricado a short distance from the mouth 
of the river. 
Bamboo poles bad been 
driven into tho river bed in such m an­ 
ner as to reach out both directions to 
head oft- craft attem pting to go either 
way. 
This barricade was covered by a 
line of trenches on the bank. 
Major 
G ra n t decided to disable these before a t­ 
tem pting to pass the blockade. The La­ 
guna de Bay and Covadonca came to a 
standstill and suddenly opened up in all 
their fury 
G atling guns rattled and 7 
pounders hurled their howling missiles 
a t the trench line. 
In 20 m inutes the 
intrenchm ents were evacuated. 
The 
Covadonca tried a small open place in 
the barricade and got through. The L a­ 
guna de Bay followed, crashing the 
bamboo poles as if they were straws. 
Speed frag put on and the exploration 
of the river began. 
It was fully 400 
feet from bank to bank, and the bends 


in the stream were delignrniuy easy to 
navigate The Lad line showed a gener­ 
ous depth 
The banks of the stream ars 
covered with heavy grow ths of the nips, 
the m aterial from which Filipino roofs 
are m anufactured 
A deserted village, 
built partially in the stream, was pass­ 
ed 
The in h ab itan ts had heard tho fir­ 
ing at the barricade and cared not to 
remain 
W ith that equanim ity which 
bas marked the actions of all fighting 
Americans, the crews of both gunboats 
sat down to dinner while a small detail 
steered tho craft 
along the tortuous 
course and looked for the 500 Filipino 
soldiers which a native in a canoe at 
the mouth of the river told us were 
there. 
It has heroine an established fact in 
this war th a t the Filipino will seldom 
fire a shot, when he is intrenched, nntil 
the enemy is fairly w ithin short range. 
M ajor G ra n t had just lighted his after 
dinner cigar when the lookouts reported 
the enemy. 
A bend in the river had 
brought a handsome line of earthw orks 
into view, and in plain sight was a row’ 
of Filipino sombreros. 
The wearers 
were w aiting to try conclusions w ith 
the river monsters with their guns. 
These trenches m arked the beginning of 
the village of Hesmoan, which stretches 
along the left hank of the stream for a 
mile. 
“ Open w ith 
the G a tlin g s,” com ­ 
manded Major G rant, and the G atlings 
opened. 
The row of hats went down as if each 
bad been hit w ith a brick. 
Back came 
a 1-In wer of Mauser bullets, which ra in ­ 
ed and pattered against the iron sides 
of tile boats. It. needed no more orders. 
Those of the 50 men on the L aguna de 
Bay who were not needed in w orking 
tim G atling guns and the 3 inch m arine 
guns, seized their rifles and joined in 
the grand roar over the side of the ves­ 
sel. 
S traight into the teeth of the tem ­ 
pest the Laguna de Bay led the way, a 
roaring, rattling, smoking hulk. 
She 
swept close to the bank and made the 
turn in the river. 
The Filipino shoot­ 
ing grew’ weaker and weaker and final­ 
ly stopped. The gunboats fairly combed 
out the nipa huts as they went along 
up the river tow ard the 
village of 
G uagua 
(pronounced “ W a w -w a w ” ), 
which could be seen in the distance. A 
coulmn of smoke was seen to rise from 
the center of the town, and we knew 
the insurgents there had given up the 
struggle before it had begun, and, fol­ 
lowing the rule laid down by A guinal­ 
do. fired their town before deserting. 
No shots of resistance were sent from 
G uagna, and here the cruise of the boats 
ended. M acA rthur’* infantry and a rtil­ 
lery division was known to be a t San 
Fernando, four miles farther up the 
river, but it was deemed unwise to a t ­ 
tem pt navigation beyond this point. 
The marines landed and explored the 
burning town 
N atives began to re­ 
turn in 
groups of 
twos and threes 
hearing the w hite flag. 
Presently the 
governor of the Pam panga province dis­ 
covered himself and asked aid in p u t­ 
ting out the fire in his residence. In re­ 
turn for the aid the soldiers gave him 
he gave the inform ation that he bad a1 
ways been a stanch supporter of the 
American side of the w ar problem and 
had loudly demanded in congress that 
there be no fight. 
Two Spanish prison­ 
ers, a captain and his orderly, who had 
been left behind when the insurgents 
departed, asked for transportation to 
Manila, which w’as granted. They said 
they had been held at G uagua for ll 
months. The same request was m ade by 
the inm ates of a mestizo convent. These 
were convinced by Major G ra n t th at 
they would not be harmed by staying. 
As dusk drew on the two gunboats 
dropped down the river to its m outh 
aud anchored for the night, returning 
to Manila the next morning. 
San F e r­ 
nando is but a short distance from 
G uagna. and it will be quite possible to 
transport supplies to the troops there by 
m eans of the Pasag until the railroad 
bridges between Calum pit and San F e r­ 
nando have been repaired.

FALL OF SANTA CRUZ. 


How the Second City In Luzon 
W a s Captured. 


FIGHTING BY GEN. LAWTON’S MEN.

John T. McCutcheon, the Chicago 
jtecord’s correspondent in the Philip- 
pii.CF. w riting from Santa Cruz nuder 
date of April 15 about the capture of 
that city, says: On the night of April 
£ three m e r gunboats tinder Major 
Grant were lying out in the waters of 
the Laguna de Bay just a few hundred 
Tanto from the point where the Pasig 
river joins the lake. 
It 
was dark 
arid quiet and all the lights were 
screened from the view of those on 
phi re 
All during the night there was 
great activity on the river. 
The work 
of loading General L a w to n ’s fly 
of loading General L aw ton's h yin g col­ 
umn en launches and c ascoesw as going 
on. and it wa* hoped that the expedi­ 
tion might leave the river long before 
daylight, steam HO miles across the La­ 
guna to balita Cruz and attack before 
tnt insurgents knew of the maneuver. 
Under cover of darkness this work 
was I * ing vigorously pushed, but such 
difficulties arose that it becam e appar­ 
ent that the expedition could not be 
moved until nearly daybreak, and that 
it would be a* late as IO or 11 o ’clock 
in the forenoon before the big fleet of 
canoes 
and 
launches and gunboats 
would arrive at the objective point of 
attack. 
All through the evening and 
until late in the night launches were 
towing cascoes laden with soldiers from 
the narrow channel of the river out 
past the bunches of bamboo and the 
fishing w in s and into the deeper waters 
of the lake. 
It was not until nearly 5 
o’clock in the morning that the com­ 
plete expedition had got into the lake 
General Lawton had planned on getting 
started by midnight, landing troops on 
the shore west of Santa Cruz before 
daybreak and then attacking the city in 
the early morning both by land and 
water 
Natural obstacles prevented the 
cone nm in at ion of these plans, but the 
first object cf the expedition, the tak­ 
ing of Santa Cruz, was marked to suc­ 
ceed in spite of an unpropitious start. 
as wiU be seen later on 
It was broad daylight when the fleet 
got under way 
There were 15 cascoes 
loaded with troops, two large bancoes 
with horses and coal. Several tugs were 
used to tow the cascoes, and the whole 
fleet was convoyed by the gunboats La­ 
guna de Bay. under Major G ran t; the 
Geste, under Lieutenant Webb, and as 
a rearguard the Napindan, commanded 
by Lieutenant Franklin. In addition to 
these gunboats which were to play such 
a big part in the taking of Santa Cruz 
there was a brigade of 1,500 soldiers 
under Brigadier General King. 
These 
were 219 men of the Fourth cavalry, 
tinder Captain Gale; two battalions of 
the Fourteenth under Hasbroncke and 
Batton; one battalion of the ldahos, 
under Major Linck; one battalion of 
the North Dakotas, under Major Fraine, 
and two mountain giros of the H aw­ 
thorne battery, commanded by Lieu­ 
tenant Kehler. 
At 4 HO the fleet steamed across to­ 
ward Santa Cruz, when it reached Jala- 
Jala point, a neck of land that juts 
down in a long mountainous peninsula 
from the north, a stop was made for 
the final formation before steaming out 
the range of vision of Santa Cruz, 
finally the formation was effected and 
i* start was made. 
The Napindan led 
out directly for a low shelving beach 
about five miles west of Santa Cruz, 
and began to ehell the bamboos for sev­ 
eral hundred yards on either side. Very 
soon we could see the white figures of 
e natives streaming in and out among 
t e trees, some running toward Santa 
ruz and some disappearing in the jnn- 
^ e toward the interior Under cover of 
| e Napindan s fire several cascoes 
j( Hoed with troops were run close in. 
the soldiers began wading ashore. 
General Lawton and his staff went 
ashore with the first troops, he being 
1 lgod to command the brigade in per- 
e ii General King, to whom the active 
(, rumandof the brigade had been as­ 
signed, was temporarily indisposd. The 
re* [if. were at once formed into three

cavalry’s casco, where ten armed sol­ 
diers b o a r d e d it and started deliberate­ 
ly toward the shore. 
As it drew in the 
officers of the gunboats carefully scru­ 
tinized the bamboo groves, for it was 
felt that if the insurgents were in Santa 
Cruz a movement of this sort would 
draw their fire. 
The town itself does 
not extend to the beach, but lies back 
from it about 500 yards. The high tow­ 
er and octagonal dome of the church 
rise above the surrounding white wood­ 
en houses and nipa huts. A little to the 
right of the church and nearer the 
beach is the penitentiary. 
From the 
penitentiary building the houses of the 
cit\ take a right angled course toward 
the beach, running far down a narrow 
point of land that juts out into the la­ 
guna. 
This point is heavily wooded 
with bamboos for several hundred feet, 
but the end of the point is bare of trees 
and houses for about 300 yards. 
For 
loveral minutes it seemed that the lit­ 
tle landing party would meet no oppo­ 
sition. 
They were already within IOO 
feet of shore. Suddenly from the gener­ 
a l’s launch came a shout, “ Come back, 
come back!” The boat stopped, and the 
soldiers looked around, wondering what 
had happened. 
Not a shot had been 
fired, and the men were eager to go 
ashore. “ Come back, there I Come back 
at once!’’ 
Slowly the boat swung around and 
began returning. 
Major Edwards of 
General Law ton’s staff had seen suspi­ 
cious white Hashes between the houses 
on shore darting from one position to 
another. 
Glimpses of heads that were 
popping up and down along the ground 
were caught, and an uneasy shifting 
of white figures was seen in places that 
an hour before were apparently desert­ 
ed as a tomb. The feint at landing had 
revealed the insurgents and had shown 
that those peaceful streets and bamboo 
groves were peopled 
with a silent, 
wakeful and vigilant enemy, who was 
grimly lying in wait with death in his 
heart. The movements of the American 
gunboats and soldiers on the water 
front were having a good effect, how­ 
ever. 
They were holding the attention 
of the insurgents and keeping them 
from concentrating against the troops 
that were coming up like a vise from 
the south and west. By this time even­ 
ing was drawing on. and it was decided 
to wait until morning before landing 
the three troops of the Fourth cavalry 
under Captain Gale. 
Early in the morning Captain Gale’s 
Fourth cavalrymen were wading ashore 
to the end of the point. There were 219 
of them 
A thin skirmish line formed 
quickly aud advanced toward where the 
bamboo thicket began. 
A second line, 
acting as support, quickly formed and 
followed 150 yards behind, while a 
third line of reserves brought up the 
rear. 
The Laguna, on the city front, 
steamed as close inshore as possible, 
while the Geste drew in on the west 
side of the point. As the firing line un­ 
der Gale advanced there came the sound 
of a Mauser and then of several oth­ 
ers. At the first report the Fourth cav­ 
alrymen dropped to a lying posture, and 
the gunboats began shelling the bam­ 
boos and nipa huts. 
The Mansers were 
now popping continuously, first a vol­ 
ley at the troops, then a volley at the 
Laguna, and then another at the crouch­ 
ing line of brown soldiers. 
Neither 
were our men q u iet Volley after volley 
were sent into the bamboos and the 
men were advancing in short dashes. 
Insurgent sharpshooters were trying 
to pick off the gunners on the Laguna, 
for there was a sustained intermittent 
fire directed at the gunboat. 
The G at­ 
lings were going like tripham m ers, and 
the heavy reports of the 3 inch guns 
were breaking in at minute intervals. 
On shore there were the popping of 
Mausers, the cracking of the Krags and 
the explosions of shrapnel shells. 
The 
insurgents couldn’t stand such a fire 
forever. 
The shrapnels bursting over 
them made their trenches untenable, 
and after half an hour mid flying death 
they began to break. 
Down along the 
point we could see them passing hur­ 
riedly between the trees and evidently 
making for the penitentiary. The G at­ 
lings and heavy guns were then direct­ 
ed on that point with deadly accuracy 
Terror must have overtaken the Fili­ 
pinos, for now it became apparent that 
instead of further resistance their ob­ 
ject was escape. Again, there were the 
white figures darting distractedly out 
toward the eastern limits of the city, 
where there was hope of escape in the 
cover of the fringe of trees. 
As they 
were nearing the friendly protection of 
the bamboos there came the unmistak­ 
able crashing cf American volleys from 
the very woods that offered the only 
safe avenue of escape. 
W hat desperation and terror must 
have come over them at that time, 
when they realized that they bad been 
trapped and that a relentless circle of 
«1<>ath was closing in around them. The

Farther and

they were 
driven until at least 60 figures were 
revealed rushing to the east. 
Then the Gatlings opened—two from 
the Laguna and two from the Napi- 
dan 
The long line crumbled and was 
almost entirely obliterated in five m in­ 
utes. Out of the fringe of trees swarmed 
our troops, firing as they advanced at 
the few remaining insurgents who were 
still alive. 
Of all the desperate line cf 
Filipinos that tried for escape across 
the open plain less than 20 succeeded 
in crossing it alive. 
Santa Cruz, the 
second city in Luzon, was taken, and 
Lawton's strategy had been successful. 


HANGED BY THE NECK. 


One AA h o I 'n d e m e n t th e O p e r a tio n 
D e s c rib e s th e S e n s a tio n s . 
In The V ide World M agazine R ich ­ 
ard Hicks, an old tim e actor, tells of his 
narrow escape from being hanged on 
the stage of the Q ueen’s theater, Dub­ 
lin. He was playing tho part of Achill* t, 
a particularly villainous character, who 
after a long career of crime is, to the 
general satisfaction of the audience, 
captured by tw o British soldiers and 
promptly hanged. 
“ One night, while struggling with 
my captors, tho rope slipped from my 
shoulders and knotted itself around my 
neck just as I was being hauled up I’ 
says Mr. Hicks. 
“ Never shall I forget 
that awful moment. Directly I felt the 
tug at my neck I gave a convulsive kick 
and tried to shout ‘StopI’ but the word 
could not escape from my twitching 
lips. 
I could only make a gurgling 
noise. 
Frantically I kicked and strug­ 
gled. 
Pain there was none, strangely 
enough, beyond a choking, suffocating 
sensation, and I could hear the tum ul­ 
tuous applause of the audience, who 
were hugely entertained with w hat they 
imagined was my realistic acting. 
“ Then a terrible sensation, like mol­ 
ten lead rushing down my spine, per­ 
vaded my whole body, and I thought 
my legs were bursting. 
I gave another 
mighty struggle and strove—ah I how I 
strove—to scream. I seemed to behold a 
mighty rush of green water, and my 
ears were filled with the roar of a cata­ 
ract 
I have a dim recollection of see­ 
ing a great crimson sun shining dimly 
from behind the waterfall, and I can 
remember falling indefinitely through 
space! 
“ Two days afterward I recovered con­ 
sciousness, and then I suffered inde 
scribable agony 
The suffocating sen­ 
sation still remained, but it was ac­ 
companied by an unquenchable thirst, 
not to mention fearful pains in my boily 
and limbs. ” 


CONJURED A TREATY. 


H ow H o m lin , th e M a g ic ia n , A w ed th e 
A rab* I n to S u b m issio n . 
During the French conquest of Al­ 
geria (1830-1833) negotiations for peace 
were entered upon with the sheiks of 
certain Arab tribes, and a meeting for 
the settlement of terms was arranged to 
take place at the French headquarters. 
The French officers received their guests 
with great hospitality, and after the 
banquet given in their honor, at which 
the utmost splendor was employed, in 
order to dazzle their eyes and captivate 
their simple minds, an adjournment 
was made to a large ball, where M 
Houdin. the celebrated conjurer, who 
had accompanied the French forces, 
gave an exhibition of his skill.

U n d e r cover of darkness tills work 
was I i ing vigorously pushed, hut such 
(hfiiculth - arose that it became appar­ 
ent that the expedition could not he 
moved until nearly daybreak, and that 
it would be a* late as IO or ll o’clock 
in the forenoon before the big fleet of 
cascoes and launches and gunboats 
would arrive at the objective point of 
attack 
All through the evening and 
until late in the night launches were 
towing ciscoes laden with soldiers from 
the narrow channel of the river out 
past the bunches of bamboo and the 
fishing wiors and into the deeper waters 
of the lake. 
It was not until nearly 5 
o’clock in the morning that the com­ 
plete expedition had got into the lake 
General Lawton had planned on getting 
started by midnight, landing troops on 
the shore west of Santa Cruz before 
daybreak and then attacking the city iD 
the early morning both by land and 
water Natural obstacles prevented the 
consummation of these plans, but the 
first object cf the expedition, the tak ­ 
ing of Santa Cruz, was marked to sue 
cecil in spite of an unpropitious start. 
as wiU be seen later on 
It was broad daylight when the fleet 
got under way 
There were 15 cascoes 
loaded with troops, two large buncoes 
with horses and coal. Several tugs were 
used to tow the cascoes, and the whole 
fleet was convoyed by the gunboats La­ 
guna de Bay. under Major G rant; the 
Oeste, under Lieutenant Webb, and as 
a rearguard the Napindan, commanded 
by Lieutenant Franklin. In addition to 
these gunboats which were to play such 
a big part in the taking of Santa Cruz 
there was a brigade of 1.500 soldiers 
under Brigadier General King. 
These 
were 219 men of the Fourth cavalry, 
Tinder Captain Gale; two battalions of 
the Fourteenth under Hasbroncke and 
Patton; one battalion of the ldahos, 
under Major Linck; one battalion of 
the North Dakotas, under Major Fraine, 
and two mountain guns of the H aw ­ 
thorne battery, commanded by Lieu­ 
tenant Kehler. 
At 4 :30 the fleet steamed across to­ 
ward 8anta Cruz, when it reached Jala- 
Jala point, a neck of land that juts 
down in a long mountainous peninsula 
from the north, a stop was made for 
the final formation before steaming out 
in the range of vision of Santa Cruz.

Slowly the boat swung aronnd and 
began returning. 
Major Edwards of 
General Lawton’s staff had seen snspi 
cious white flashes between the houses 
on shore darting from one position to 
another.

Nearly KXI were drowned in the vicinity 
of “ Tile M ound,” a small piece of high 
laud near Old San Philipi, to which hun­ 
dreds of negroes fled from the Brazos 
bottoms, taking their horses and cattle.

High D. McCoshan, a sergeant now 
serving in Company H, First South Da 
kota volunteer infantry in the Philip­ 
pines, has written a letter, dated at 
Manila, May 12, to Joseph Laurrnian, 
a merchant of St. Louis, in which he 
gives startling accounts of the condition 
of the vounteers, says the St. Louis Re­ 
public. 
The state soldiers, Mr. Mc­ 
Coshan says, are falling by scores from 
bullets, disease and heat, and men are 
ordered to the front from their beds in 
the hospitals. 
The letter is as follows 
“ We left the trenches March 25 to 
move on Malolos, It was a costly move­ 
ment for us. 
We lost men every day, 
lighting practically all the way to San 
Fernanda 
“ If the people of the United States 
could but know a small part of the 
truth of the situation bere a national 
scandal would result. The hospitals are 
full of men who will never live to reach 
home. 
From present indications the 
volunteers will 
he 
relieved 
in six 
months. 
It will then be unnecessary 
Few will remain. 
Fever ami dysentery 
are playing havoc with the boys, small 
pox iH raging and heat prostration is 
killing men faster than Manser bullets. 
Two days after San Fernando was taken 
our regiment had but 190 men on the 
line, the remainder being dead, sick cr 
wounded. 
General 
MacArthur com­ 
plained of the number of men sick, oth 
er regiments being in the same shape as 
ours, and Major Potter, with one sur­ 
geon, was sent into Manila to rush men 
to the front. Acting under instructions 
he sent 108 men to the front. 
Of these 
80 were unable to reach the depot, a 
mile distant, many of them fainting on 
the way, some 28 or 80 ultimately ar­ 
riving at Ban Fernando in worse con 
dition than when sent to Manila, the 
others being ordered back by surgeons 
along the line of railroad who saw that 
they were in a precarious condition. 
Men were ordered to the front whose 
temperature was 108 degrees. 
“ You Americans shudder at the tyr­ 
anny of Spain and the cruelty visited 
upon the natives of Luzon and Cuba, 
hut I want to tell yon that bright, 
brave young Americans, who volunteer­ 
ed to defend their country in the hour 
of peril, are giving up their lives in 
sacrifice to the vanity of star bespangled 
generals and a fog headed, dollar heart­ 
ed bureau of officials at home. 
The 
fierce tropical heat, the fever cursed at 
mosphere aud the bullets of the insnr 
gents 
are working 
such sad havoc 
among the men that the surgeons am 
nurses are unable to give the sick and 
wounded the care they should receive. 
Yon may publish this letter and my 
name may lie signed. 
I would face a 
court martial willingly and prove more 
than I write, for I know that it is only 
arousing the sense of the States that we 
can be relieved, and to stay much longer 
will be the death of most of us.”

side, with the niggers fleeing as fast as 
they could before us. some one cried 
‘MeTaggart ie shot I’ Jim Wilcox, drum 
major of the band and one of the ser­ 
geants of the company, yelled at me 
above the din of the battle, just as we 
were swinging around past where Mc- 
Taggart lay, to fall ont aud attend to 
him. 
“ I dropsied 
out and ran back to 
where MeTaggart lay, face downward, 
with a hole in the hack of his head, 
where a Remington bullet had entered 
The blood was rushing forth in a large 
stream. 
One of the other boys aud I 
tried to atop the flow of blood. He was 
still gasping and breathing, but never 
uttered a word. 
The bullet had come 
out just below the left eye, pushing the 
eyeball out on his cheek, 
As wa knelt 
sround our dying comrade ths tears fell 
fast. 
The hospital corps soon came up 
and he was taken to the depot, where 
he died about sn hour later in great 
pain, not having uttered a word since 
he was struck with that fatal bullet. 
He was one of the best officers we had 
and was beloved by all of us. *’

High D. McCoshan, a sergeant now 
serving in Company H, First South Da­ 
kota volunteer infantry in the Philip­ 
pines, has written a letter, dated at 
Manila, May 12, to Joseph Laurrman 
a merchant of St. Louis, in which he 
given startling accounts of the condition 
of the vonnteers, says the St. Louis He 
public. 
The state soldiers, Mr. Mc 
Cosh an says, are falling by scores from 
bullets, disease and heat, and men are 
ordered to the front from their beds in 
the hospitals. 
The letter is as follows 
“ We left the trenches March 25 to 
move on Maloloa, It was a costly move 
merit for us. 
We lost men every day, 
fighting practically all the way to San 
Fernando. 
“ If the people of the United States 
could but know a small part of th 
truth of the situation here a national 
scandal would result. The hospitals are 
foil of men who will never live to reach 
borne. 
From present indications the 
volunteers will 
be 
relieved 
in 
six 
months. 
It will then be unnecessary 
Few will remain. 
Fever and dysentery 
are playing havoc with the boys, small 
pox is raging and heat prostration ii* 
killing men faster than Mauser bullets. 
Two days after San Fernando was taken 
our regiment had but 190 men on th* 
line, the remainder being dead, sick cr 
wounded. 
General 
MacArthur com­ 
plained of the number of men sick, oth­ 
er regiments being in the same shape as 
ours, and Major Potter, with one sur­ 
geon, was sent into Manila to rush men 
to the front. Acting under instructions 
he sent 108 men to the front. 
Of these 
30 were unable to reach the depot, a 
mile distant, many of them fainting od 
the way, some 28 or 80 ultimately ar­ 
riving at San Fernando in worse con­ 
dition than when sent to Manila, the 
others being ordered back by surgeons

Frank E. Bellamy, a member of Com­ 
pany G, Twentieth Kansas, tells the 
story of Lieutenant William E. McTag- 
g art’s death in a letter recently received 
at Independence, Kau., which is the 
first full account received of how Mc- 
Taggart fell, says the St. Louis Globe 
Democrat. He says: 
‘When the excitement was at the 
highest point, General Wheaton aud 
Colonel Funston, who had just been 
wounded in the hand, jumped up ou 
the railroad track. 
It was a fatal 
charge for Company G, for as we rush 
ed over the track and down the other 
side, with the n i t e r s Hoeing as fast as 
they could before us, some one cried 
‘McTaggart is shot V Jim Wilcox, drum 
major of the band and one of the aer 
geants of the company, yelled at nit 
above the din of the battle, just as we 
Wt re swinging arc anti past where Mc­ 
Taggart lay, to fall out aud attend to 
bim. 
I dropped 
out and ran back to 
where McTaggart lay. face downward, 
with a hole in the back of bis head, 
where a Remington bullet had entered 
The blood was rushing forth in a large 
stream. 
One of the other boys and I 
tried to stop the flow of blood. He was 
•till gasping and breathing, but never 
uttered a word. 
The bullet had come 
out just below the left eye, pushing the 
eyeball out on his cheek. 
As we knelt 
around our dying comrade the tears fell 
fast. 
The hospital corps soon came up 
and he was taken to the depot, where 
he died about an hour later in great 
pain, not having uttered a word since 
ha was struck with that fatal bullet. 
He was one of the best officers we had

; Its appearance has been a great sur­ 
prise to observers, as, according to the 
astronomical 
almanac, 
this 
is 
the 
eleventh or off year for sun spots, and, 
besides this, it appeared w ith a sudden 
ness which is unusual. W hen Mr. Ord­ 
way took his Ie st look at the sun the 
other night, no indications of it, not 
►■ven the slighted families, were visible. 
But the next m orning it was therew ith 
the utmost distinctness. 
The large 
black spot in the Center is about 95,000 
miles in diam eter, and this is surround­ 
ed by a penumbra about 60,000 mile* 
across. At some distance from the outer 
edge O' the penum bra are other spots, 
which have broken off from the large 
j one, form ing a ring part way around 
( the center. 
These num ber 19 in all, 
most of them being incJnded in the arc 
( on the upper left hand side of the cen­ 
tral spot, and others in a group on the 
lower right hand side. There were only 
three or four at first, and the rest have 
broken off since. 
They are from 6.000 
to 1.1,000 miles in diam eter— that is. 
the larger ones are considerably larger 
than the earth. 
From one aide of this 
outer circle to the other the distance is 
from 275. OOO to 300,000 miles. 
The 
central black spot, which is the most 
interesting part ct the phenomenon, i- 
slightly 
balloon shaped, and on the 
right hand side its edge is very ragged, 
says the Boston Transcript. 
There have been only a few small 
•pots before daring the present year, 
and for l l weeks there were none at 
all. 
The last large one before this wax 
that which appeared Sept. 8 of las! 
y»mr and had such an effect upon the 
earth electrically that telegraphing was 
dons between St. Louis, Chicago and 
New York w ith no batteries attached 
to the wirpa.

CRUISE UP A LUZON RIVER 


Insurgents Put In Flight by Con­ 
verted Gunboats. 


THE MANY RIVERS ABOUT MANILA. 


H ow a Bamboo B arricade Wa* Forced 
and 
It* D efender* 
D riven 
Away 
D arin a * V oyage of K*i»loratlon. 
Opening Fire W ith the Galling*. 
W elcom ed toy the Native*. 
It looks like an immense toad, this 
gunboat, the Laguna de Bay. 
It is a 
wide, flat structure, with the old fash­ 
ioned side paddle wheels to push it 
along through the dirty waters of the 
river. 
Liberal coats of lead colored 
American warpaint give the vessel any­ 
thing but the appearance of a terror 
striking boat of war, yet th# belligerent 
Filipinos run like mad for shelter when 
they see this ugly looking hulk splash 
ing through the water toward their vil 
lagos on the banks of lake or stream 
They have discovered that the heighten­ 
ed sides of the old steamboat are made 
of sheet steel, and that through the 
portholes there hark all manner of fiend­ 
ish guns. The Laguna de Bay comes in 
the class known in the navy as convert­ 
ed. 
Armed with four Gatlings, two 8 
inch guns and two Hotchkiss guns, the 
Laguna de Bay has made quite a record 
in conquering the territory along the 
Pasig river and the big lagoon, says the 
Manila correspondent of the New York 
Sun, writing under date of May 9. 
After ten days of overhauling, unfit­ 
ting, coaling and painting the prow of 
the Laguna de Bay was turned down 
stream early on Sunday morning, May 
7, to test her prowess in new waters. 
The Covadonca, a recently captured in­ 
surgent gunboat of light draft, fell in 
behind and completed the squadron, 
which whistled for right of way in the 
big Pasig river and bounced out on the 
waves of Manila bay. 
The big white 
Oregon loomed up in all its glory of 
whiteness in the early morning son- 
light, and alongside lay the majestic 
Olympia, the craft of the monarch of 
the bay. 
Major Grant of the Utah 
Light artillery, commander of the gun­ 
boat, on bis errand to test the war feel­ 
ing in the heart of the Pampaoga prov­ 
ince, probably felt his importance fully 
as much as did Admiral Dewey on an­ 
other Sunday morning a year earlier. 
The Bio PuwHg empties into Manila 
bay in a coiner about due northwest 
from the city of Manila. 
A Filipino 
pilot, a member of the Macabebe tribe, 
which is at peace with the Americans, 
and an old map were Major G rant’s 
meansof finding the month of the river 
which he wished to enter aud navigate. 
It takes a good navigator to strike the 
river he wants in Manila bay. for hun­ 
dreds of estuaries cut up the laud to the 
north of Manila. Some of these lead in­ 
to rivers and tome end. like many of the 
streets of Manila, in a blind terminal. 
In these little waterways it is possible 
for any number of craft to hide away. 
A certain Spanish firm in Manila boasts 
of the feat of one of its vessels, which 
.snt^g^l Manila buy after hostilities 
bpened in May, I HOB, and to escape be­ 
ing captured made its way from Cor* 
regidor entirely around the edge of the 
bay to Malabon. keeping out of sight 
by sailing up the many little rivers and 
estuaries, 
thus 
working 
its 
way 
around, virtually by laud. 
Before we reached the mouth of the 
Pasag river we realized how easy it has 
been for the insurgents to pass from 
their battle lines into Manila und out 
again without fear of detection. 
Sail­ 
ing down these rivers in innocent look­ 
ing bancas, or canoes, it has been pos* 
sible for them to paddle innocently 
across Mauila bay aud enter the city 
with as much composure as if they be­ 
longed 
there. 
The cruise of Major 
G rant’s squadron into the river Pasag 
showed that the river is more easily 
navigable than the Pasig river, which 
flows past Manila and connects with tim 
heart of the insurgent country. 
It was 
also discovered that the insurgents ex­ 
pected the Americans to make their 
primary advances into their country by 
way of this river instead of from t'a- 
loocan From observations made during 
this Sunday it was evident that this 
plan might have been carried out with 
ease aud with nim Ii less loss of life than 
resulted in the long rushes by laud to 
Ma kilos. 
The Filipinos had erected a weak bar­ 
ricade a short distance from the mouth 
of the river. 
Bamboo poles had been 
driven into the river bed in such man­ 
ner as to reach out lK)th directions to 
head off craft attempting to go either 
way 
This barricade was covered by a 
line of trenches ou the bank. 
Major 
Grant decided to disable these before at­ 
tempting to pass the blockade. The La­ 
guna de Bay and Covadonca came to a 
standstill aud suddenly opened up in all 
their fury 
Uatliug guns rattled and 7 
pounders hurled their howling missiles 
at the trench line. 
In £0 minutes the 
intrenchments were evacuated. 
The 
Covadonca tried a small open place in 
the barricade and got through. The La­ 
guna de Bay followed, crushing the 
bamboo poles as if they were straws. 
Speed Was put on aud the exploration 
of the river began. 
It was fully 400 
feet from bank to bank, and the bends 


in the stream were <leligmrmiy emy to 
navigate The lead line showed a gener­ 
ous depth The hanks of the stream are 
covered with heavy growths of the mpa, 
the material from which Filipino roofs 
are manufactured 
A deserted village, 
built partially in the stream, was pass­ 
ed 
The inhabitants had heard the tir­ 
ing at the barricade and cared not to 
remain 
With that equanimity which 
has marked the actions of all fighting 
Americans, the crews of both gunboats 
sat down to dinner while a small detail 
steered the craft along the tortuous 
course and looked for the 500 Filipino 
soldiers which a native in a canoe at 
the mouth of the river told us were 
there. 
It has become an established fact in 
this war that the Filipino will seldom 
fire a shot, when he is intrenched, until 
the en**my is fairly within short range. 
Major Grant had just lighted his after 
dinner cigar when the lookouts reported 
the enemy. 
A bend in the river had 
brought a handsome line of earthworks 
into view, and in plain sight was a row 
of Filipino sombreros. 
The wearers 
were waiting to try conclusions with 
the river monsters with their guns. 
These trenches marked the beginning of 
the village of Hesmoan, which stretches 
along the left bank of the stream for a 
mile. 
“ Open with 
the Gatlings,” com­ 
manded Major Grant, and the Gatlings 


O p e n e d . 
The row of hats went down as if each 
had been hit with a brick. 
Back came 
a hhi wer of Mauser bullets, which rain­ 
ed and pattered against the iron sides 
of the boats. It. needed no more orders. 
Those of the 50 men on the Laguna de 
Bay who were not needed in working 
the Gatling guns and the 8 inch marine 
guns. seized their rifles and joined in 
the grand roar over the side of the ves­ 
sel. 
Straight, into the teeth of the tem­ 
pest the Laguna de Bay led the way, a 
roaring, rattling, smoking hulk. 
She 
swept close to the bank and made the 
.turn in the river. 
The Filipino shoot­ 
ing grew weaker and weaker and final­ 
ly stopped. The gunboats fairly combed 
out the nipa buts as they went along 
up the river toward the village of 
Guagua 
(pronounced “ Waw-waw” ), 
which could be seen in the distance. A 
coulmn of smoke was seen to rise from 
the center of the town, and we knew 
the insurgents there had given up the 
struggle before it had begun, and, fol­ 
lowing the rule laid down by Aguinal­ 
do. fired their town before deserting. 
No shots of resistance were sent from 
Guagua, and herethecrui.se of the boats 
ended. MacArthur*!* infantry and artil­ 
lery division was known to be at San 
Fernando, four miles farther up the 
river, but it was deemed unwise to a t­ 
tempt navigation beyond this point. 
The malines landed and explored the 
burning town 
Natives began to re­ 
turn in 
groups of 
twos and threes 


h e a r i n g the white flag. 
Presently the 
governor of the Pampaoga province dis­ 
covered himselt and asked aid in put­ 
ting out the fire in his residence. In re­ 
turn for the aid the soldiers gave him 
he gave the information that he had a1 
ways been a stauch supporter of the 
American aid* of the war problem and 
had loudly demanded in congress that 
there he uo fight. Two Spanish prison­ 
ers, a captain and his orderly, who had 
been left behind when the insurgents 
departed, asked for transportation to 
Manila, which was granted. They said 
they had been held at Guagua for ll 
months. The same request was made by 
the inmates of a mestizo convent. These 
were convinced by Major Grant that 
they would not be harmed by staying. 
Ae dusk drew ou the two gunboats 
dropped down the river to its mouth 
aud anchored for the night, returning 
to Manila the next morning. 
San Fer­ 
nando is but a short distance from 
Guagua. and it will be quite possible to 
transport supplies to the troops there by 
means of the Pasag until the railroad 
bridges between Caluuipit and San Fer­ 
nando have been repaired.

Jtecord’s correspondent in the Philip­ 
pines. w riting from Santa Cruz nuder 
date < f April 15 about the capture of 
that city, says: On the night of April 
8 three river gunboats under Major 
Grant were lying out in the waters of 
the Laguna de Bay just a few hundred 
yards from the point where the Pasig 
the lake.

and quiet and all the lights were 
screened from the view of those on 
lh ere 
All during the night there was 
great activity on the river. 
The work 
of loading General Lawton’s Hying col­ 
mar) on launches and cascoes was going 
on. and it was hoped that the expedi­ 
tion might leave the river long before 
daylight, steam RO miles across the La 
gnus to Santa Cruz and attack before 
tut insurgents knew of the maneuver. 
Under cover of darkness this work 
was being vigorously pushed, but such 
difficulties arose that it became appar­ 
ent that the expedition could not be 
moved until nearly daybreak, and that 
it would be a* late as IO or ll o’clock 
in the forenoon before the big fleet of 
castles and launches and gunboats 
would arrive at the objective point of 
attack 
All through the evening and 
until late in the night launches were 
towing cascoes laden with soldiers from 
the narrow channel of the river out 
past the hunches of bamboo and the 
fishing win s and into the deeper waters 
of the lake. 
It was not until nearly 5 
o’clock in the morning that the com­ 
plete expedition had got into the lake 
General Lawton had planned on getting 
started by midnight, landing troops on 
the shore west of Santa Cruz before 
daybreak and then attacking the city in 
the early morning both by land and 
water Natural obstacles prevented the 
consummation of these plans, but the 
first object cf the expedition, the tak­ 
ing of Santa Cruz, was marked to suc­ 
ceed in spite of an unpropitious start. 
ae will be seen later on 
It was broad daylight when the fleet 
got under way 
There were 15 cascoes 
leaded with troops, two large bancoes 
With horses and coal. .Several tugs were 
used to tow the cascoes, and the whole 
fleet was convoyed by the gunboats La­ 
guna de Bay, nuder Major G rant; the 
Ceste, under Lieutenant Webb, and as 
a rearguard the Napindan, commanded 
by Lieutenant Franklin. In addition to 
these gunboats which were to play such 
a big part in the taking of Santa Cruz 
there was a brigade of 1,500 soldiers 
under Brigadier General King 
These 
were ‘-'Ut men of the Fourth cavalry, 
under Captain Gale; two battalions of 
the Fourteenth under Hasbroncke and 
Patton; one battalion of tile ldahos, 
under Major Linck; one battalion of 
the North Dakotas, under Major Fraine, 
and two mountain gnus of the Haw­ 
thorne battery, commanded by Lieu­ 
tenant Kehler 
At 4 30 the fleet steamed across to­ 
ward Santa Cruz, when it reached Jala- 
Jala point, a neck of laud that juts 
down in a long mountainous peninsula 
rom the north, a stop was made for 
the final formation before steaming out 
in the range of vision of Santa Cruz.

As it drew in the 
officers of the gunboats carefully scru­ 
tinized the bamboo groves, for it was 
felt that if the insurgents were in Sarita 
Cruz a movement of this sort would 
draw their tire. 
The town itself does 
not extend to the beach, but lies back 
from it about 500 yards. The high tow­ 
er and octagonal dome of the church 
rise above the surrounding white wood­ 
en houses and nipa huts. A little to the 
right, of the church and nearer the 
beach is the penitentiary. 
From the 
penitentiary building the houses of the 
city take a right angled course toward 
the beach, running far down a narrow 
point of land that juts out into the la­ 
guna. 
This point is heavily wooded 
with bamboos for several hundred feet, 
but the end of the point is bare of trees 
and houses for about 300 yards. 
For 
several minute* it seemed that the lit­ 
tle landing party would meet no oppo­ 
sition. 
They were already within IOO 
feet of shore. Suddenly from the gener­ 
al’s launch came a shout, “ Come back, 
come back!” The boat stopped, and the 
soldiers looked around, wondering what 
had happened. 
Not a shot had been 
fired, Mild the men were eager to go 
ashore. “ Come back, there! Come back 
at once !” 
Slowly the boat swung around and 
began returning. 
Major Edwards of 
General Lawton’s staff had seen suspi 
cious white Hashes between the houses 
on shore darting from one position to 
another. 
Glimpses of heads that were 
popping up and down along the ground 
were caught, and an uneasy shifting 
of white figures was seen in places that 
an hour before were apparently desert 
ed as a tomb. The feint at landing had 
revealed the insurgents and had shown 
that those peaceful streets and bamboo 
groves were peopled 
with a silent, 
wakeful and vigilant enemy, who was 
grimly lying in wait with death in his 
smart. The movements of the American 
gunboats and soldiers on the water 
front w*jre having a good effect, how 
ever. 
They were holding the attention 
of the insurgent* and keeping them 
from concentrating against the troops 
that were coming up like a vise from 
the south and west. By this time even­ 
ing was drawing on. aud it was decided 
to wait until morning before landing 
the three troops of the Fourth cavalry 
under Captain Gale. 
Early iii the morning Captain Gale’s 
Fourth cavalrymen were wading ashore 
to the eml of the point There were 219 
of them 
A thin skirmish line formed 
quickly ami advanced toward where the 
bamboo thicket began. 
A second line, 
acting as support, quickly formed and 
followed 150 yards behind, while a 
third line of reserves brought up the 
rear. 
The Laguna, on the city front, 
steamed as close inshore as possible, 
while the Geste drew in on the west 
side of the point. As the firing line un­ 
der Gale advanced there came the sound 
of a Mauser aud then of several oth­ 
ers. At the first report the Fourth cav­ 
alrymen dropped to a lying posture, and 
the gunboats began shelling the bam­ 
boos aud nipa buts. The Mausers were 
now popping continuously, first a vol­ 
ley at the troops, then a volley at the 
Laguna, and then another at the crouch­ 
ing line of brown sold’^-a. 
Neither 
were our men quiet. Volley after volley 
were sent into the bamboos and the 
men were advancing in short dashes. 
Insurgent sharpshooters were trying 
to pick off the gunners on the Laguna, 
for there was a sustained intermittent 
fire directed at the gunboat. 
The Gat­ 
lings were going like triphammers, and 
the heavy reports of the 3 inch guns 
were breaking in at minute intervals. 
On shore there were the popping of 
Mausers, the cracking of the Frags and 1 
the explosion* of shrapnel shells.

insurgents couldn’t stand such a fire I 
forever. 
The sbrapOils bursting over j 
them made their trenches untenable, j 
and after half an hour mid Hying death , 
they began to break. 
Down along the j

making for the penitentiary. The Gat­ 
ling* aud heavy guns were then direct­ 
ed on that fHJint with deadly accuracy 
Terror must have overtaken the Fili­ 
pinos, for uow it became apparent that 
instead of further resistance their oh 
ject was escape. Again, there were the 
white figures darting distractedly out 
toward the eastern limits of the city, 
where there was hope of escape in the 
cover of the fringe of trees. 
As they 
were nearing the friendly protection of 
the bamboo* there came the unmistak­ 
able crashing cf American volleys from 
the very woods that offered the only 
safe avenue of escape. 
What desperation and terror must 
have come over them at that time, 
when they realized that they had been 
trapped and that a relentless circle of 
death was clotting in around them. The 


bamboos in front of them w* re roaring 
with villi* vs, and they knew there was 
no hope of escape there.* Only one re 
course remained, and that was their 
'ast desperate chalice 
They must try 
the broad, open plain and attempt to 
cross it 
We could see them streaming 
bai k lr iii the Woods and running in a 
long. agonized lineout on the plain 
Some would stop and start to run back, 
but they would find the American 
troops before, and they would turn and 
run back .again into the bare, deadly 
zone that stretched out along the beach 
Farther and farther out they were I 
driven until at least 60 figures were 
revealed rushing to the east. 
Then the Gatlings opened—two from 
the Laguna and two from the Napi- 
dan 
The long line crumbled and was 
almost entirely obliterated in five min­ 
utes. Out of the fringe of trees swarmed 
our troops, firing aa they advanced at 
the few remaining insurgents who were 
still alive. 
Of all the desperate line cf 
Filipinos that tried fur escape across 
the open plain less than 20 succeeded 
in crossing it alive. 
Santa Cruz, the 
second city in Luzon, was taken, and 
Lawton's strategy had been successful.

Directly I felt the 
tug at my neck I gave a convulsive kick 
and tried to shout ‘Stop I’ but the word 
could not escape from my twitching 
lips 
I could only make a gurgling 
noise 
Frantically I kicked and strug­ 
gle*]. 
Rain there was none, strangely 
enough, beyond a choking, suffocating 
sensation, and I could hear the tumul­ 
tuous applause of the audience, who 
were hugely entertained with what they 
imagined was my realistic acting. 
“ Then a terrible sensation, like mol­ 
ten lead rushing down my spine, per­ 
vaded ^ my whole body, and I thought 
my legs were bursting.
